Lillian Horstead, who doesn’t 
swim, was a passenger in a car dri- 
ven by her 23 year-old daughter 
Tanya Tyson when it was swept off 
MLK Drive early on the morning of 
March 8th. The accident happened 
just outside the levee on Martin L. 
King Drive. She credited 16 year old 
Shunta Sams, one of the boys from 
the neighborhood, with saving her 
life. In an interview with this news- 
paper immediately after the flood, 
Horstead said she wasn’t worried 
that the rescuers wouldn't pull her 
out, “I was hollering too much for 
them to leave me.” She said the 
water was up to her chin when Sams 
swam to the car, opened the door

Dorsey Trailers showing

The good economic news in Elba 
continues to mirror that of the 
national scene. Tuesday afternoon 
Dorsey Trailers released financial 
results which shows the local trailer 
manufacturing firm returning to 
profitability with a profit of 
$106,000 for the second quarter of 
1998. This is a tremendous turn 
around from the same period last 
year when the company reported a 
lost of $2.9 million. For the six 
months which ended July 4, 1998, 
the company reported a net loss of 
$541,000, a tremendous improve- 
ment from a net loss of $8.45 mil- 
lion for the same period in 1997, 

The second quarter profit is equal 
to 2¢ per share, compared to a loss 
in the same period last year of 60¢ 
per share. The company is still 
reporting a loss of 11¢ per share for 
the first six months of the fiscal 
year, but that is greatly improved 
from the $1.70 per share loss in the 
first six months of 1997, 

Net sales for the second quarter of 
1998 were $39.9 million compared 
to net sales for the same period in 
1997 of $40.0 million. New trailer 
sales revenue for the second quarter 
of 1998 increased by 10% to $38.6 
million compared with new trailer 


sales for the same period in 1997 of 
$35.1 million. The company contin- 
ues to benefit from increased sales 
of new trailers with the first six 
months of 1998 totaling $72.5 mil- 
lion compared with new trailers 
sales of $67.3 million for the same 
six months in 1997. Company man- 
agement is quoted estimating that 
the March flood in Elba cost the 
company approximately $6 million 
in new trailer sales. 

Marilyn Marks, Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer, comment- 
ing on the results, stated, “We are 
very pleased to report our return to 
profitability attributed to quite sig- 
nificant improvements in all areas 
of the company. The first six 
months of the year showed a $7.9 
million improvement in profitability 
over the same period last year. The 
continuing improvements are a 
result of a more profitable product 
mix, and increased pricing. We 
attribute the gains made in pricing 
and product mix to our renewed 
focus in the last year on customized 
trailers, niche markets and the 
strong market for transportation 
equipment. This renewed focus on 
customized trailers has been accom- 
plished through a renewed emphasis 
on markets served by Dorsey’s 
independent dealer network, pro- 
viding opportunities to optimize our

The final report, as are all reports 
from the Examiners of Public 
Accounts, will be presented to a 
grand jury. 

No other details concerning the 
matter have been released at the 
present time.

who disregard for their own safety 
to help the submerged family. Two 
of the occupants drowned in the 
accident. Both 17-year-old Edward 
Horstead, brother of Tanya Tyson 
and Tyson’s 4-year-old daughter 
Marqindale Thigpen failed to reach 
safety. 

Sams, a student at Elba High 
School, received the highest recog- 
nition. The Senate resolution by 
Senator Adams said, the youth 
*,. showed exceptional bravery and 
concern for others in a life-threaten- 
ing situation.” It continued with, 
“...we hereby most highly com- 
mend Shunta Sams of Elba, 
Alabama, whose brave actions 
exemplify the highest degree of «. »:- 
cern of one human being for ano‘her 
in distress, and for whom a cop: of 
this resolution shall be proviced 
with sincere admiration and 
esteem.” 

News reports immediately after 
the flood prompted at least one Elba 
Clipper reader from ou-of-state to 
send Sams a nice size check of grat- 
itude for being “a hero.” 

The Certificate of 
Commendations from Governor Fob 
James for Sams, the firemen and 
police officers read: “I commend 
your heroic attempt to save the life 
of others, while risking your own 
life during the recent floods in Elba, 
Alabama. Your bravery and quick 
response to this emergency is most 
admirable. You have my personal 
best wishes for continued health and 
happiness throughout, and may God 
continue to richly bless you and 
your family.”

State offering $3,000 reward for 
information in missing Boll Weevil 


Last week, District attorney Mark 
E Fuller requested Governor Fob 
James to authorize the maximum 
reward in the theft of the historical 
Boll Weevil Monument. 

The monument was stolen some- 
time in the early morning hours of 
Saturday, July 11, 1998. At the pre- 
sent time, the Enterprise Police 
Department has made no arrests or 
has any suspects in the case. 

On Tuesday, July 21, 1998, Gov. 
James authorized a reward of 
$3,000 regarding the theft of the 
historical Boll Weevil. The reward 
will be paid to anyone offering 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the guilty person 
or persons involved. 

Enterprise Mayor Johnny 
Henderson has indicated that he is 
proposing, and encouraging, the 
city council to authorize an addi- 
tional reward as authorized by law.

Two cases of rabies reported 
in rural Coffee County 


The Coffee County Health 
Department announced the first 
reports of rabies in 1998. On June 
10, 1998, a positive report was 
received from the Bureau of 
Clinical Laboratories, Alabama 
Department of Public Health on a 
fox from the Victoria Community 

Two dogs were exposed to the 
fox and both dogs were put to sleep 
There were no humans exposed to 
the fox or the dogs. 

On July 9, 1998, 
report was received. 
was another fox from a different 
area of the county - the Bethany 
Community located on Co. Rd. 549. 
Two more dogs were exposed. One 
of the animals (one that had been 
vaccinated) has been confined for 
forty-five days while the other one 
which had not been vaccinated was 
put to sleep. 

The environmental Division of 
the Coffee County Health 
Department advises everyone in 
Coffee County to have their domes- 
tic animals vaccinated annually for 
rabies. Domesticated animals serve 
as the only buffer between wild life 
and humans, Citizens should also 
avoid all wildlife found out of their 
natural habitat or acting 
strangely.

Hope School complex from the Lee 
Gene Allen Estate. This special ses- 
sion was held by four of the Coffee 
County commissioners: Kayo 
Lewis, Bernest Brooks, Linda 
Westbrook and Robert Stephens. 


Said sale included the purchase of 


9.5 acres plus four buildings. An 
article written in The Elba Clipper, 
dated July 2, 1998, disclosed the 
contents of the special called session 
which included the future plans for 
the building. 

The article quoted the words of 
Commissioner Kayo Lewis regard- 
ing the future of the complex: “It’s 
got all the potential, somewhere 
down the road, of providing a place 
in which to have an assisted living 
facility for the elderly... several area 
residents have already expressed a 
desire to sign up sometime in the 
future for an apartment in such a 
facility. It will be a great asset to the 
county.” Commissioner Brooks was 
also quoted as saying: “The devel- 
opment of this property into such a 
facility would make it one of the 
best of its kind in the state —- even 
the southeastern United States.” 

According to the article as out- 
lined above, the Commissioners 
paid $55,000 ($15, 000 above the 
appraised value) and according to 
members of the Allen family, no one 
else had expressed an interest in the 
property. These two statements led 
to the question: “Why was there a 
special called meeting to purchase 
the property when there was not a 
deadline . . and why was taxpayers’ 
money used to buy property that 
will have to be renovated, costing 
thousands of dollars more?” County 
workers cannot keep up mainte- 
nance on the -buildings in Coffee 
County as it is. 

These same questions were direct- 
ed to Commissioner Lewis during a 
phone conversation on July 7, 1998. 
He did not give specific answers but 


not all of 


we were able to clarify our stand on 
the property—we were not interest- 
ed in the property for more than its 
appraised value but we were still 
interested in locating an assisted liv- 
ing facility in the area. He laughed 
at my offering to give him my floor 
plans for the buildings and said they 
had no intentions of building an 
assisted living facility but had to say 
something to keep “people off their 
backs” after purchasing the proper- 
ty. I challenged this statement as to 
the possibility of using falsified 
information. He then stated that if I 
Was still interested in the building as 
an assisted living facility, then it 
might be possible to work some- 
thing out but I declined. He stated 
they were currently using the cafete- 
ria as a Senior Citizens meeting 
place and the remaining area would 
be used as storage. I asked why they 
did not take the money used to pur- 
chase the building and build a new 
seniors facility, to which he stated 
they had applied for a grant for such 
a project but did not feel they would 
get it. 

In summary, why did the commis- 
sioners give more than the appraised 
price for the property and then fol- 
low it with misleading information 
as to the intent? Our concern is that 
it is upsetting to the senior members 
of the community as it leads to false 
hopes for their future needs. In all 
fairness, this may not be the intent 
of the commissioner body (those 
who voted) as a whole, but a politi- 
cal ploy by Commissioner Lewis. 
Whatever the motive, as taxpayers 
we all lose.

There come a time to say goodbye

He sat close beside her casket, 
protectively, the last in the family 
greeting line as loved ones and 
friends filed in to pay their respect 
and show their love during visiting 
hours at the funeral home. She had 
been ill for some months, rallying 
and regressing, in and out of the 
hospital, and finally had declined to 
the point of needing round-the- 
clock care. He lovingly provided 
that care, with the help of their two 
children, and neighbors. 

Then, the illness took its toll, and 
her life here was over. In the middle 
of her illness he had suffered a 
stroke, and while she was cared for 
at home, he had to make the move 
to the nursing home, leaving her and 
his home behind, 

Now he kept his final vigil with 
her from his wheelchair, speaking to 
visitors, but his eyes always going 
back to the one beside him. 

When his son, our friend, was 
asked how he was, he replied that he 
was doing fairly well. 

“We left him alone with her last 
night for a while, and he seems to 
have accepted things,” he said, and 
they had brought him from the nurs- 
ing home for the visitation. 

As the clock ticked away the last 
few precious moments, conversa- 
tion became hushed, and the room 
grew silent, as visitors realized it 
was time for goodbye. His son 
rolled him even nearer, and with a 
loving hand on the side of the cas- 
ket, he bowed his head ever so low, 
his thick shock of white hair shining 
in the room's light. And there his 
silent and final communication with 
her and with his God took place, 


and he was turned about and rolled 
from the room. He did not attend the 
funeral. 

They had recently celebrated their 
wedding anniversary They were 
married 66 years ago, when she was 
but a girl of 16; she was 82 her last 
birthday; he is 90, 

They were pioneers in their 
church, missing very few door- 
openings throughout the years, serv- 
ing and giving of themselves and 
their goods; and until the illness had 
still been there every service. 

On the day of the funeral, a friend 
and I gathered food from our church 
family, and carried to the house. The 
door was locked while everyone 
was at the funeral. 

We went to the back door, the 
front door, then the side door, with 
the porch. We put all the food onto 
the glider. Soon more friends 
brought food and placed it beside 
ours. 

We were concerned that the food 
would spoil in the heat, but not 
knowing what else to do, we waited, 

It was a meaningful time for me. 
As we Sat on that porch, the lives of 
these two precious people became 
so real — I could sense their joy and 
contentment as they sat on the 
porch, waving to their friends pass- 
ing up and down the road; shelling 
peas from the garden in front, rock- 
ing in the breeze that blew over the 
hillside and onto the porch, 

It is an old-timey homestead - - 
peach trees outline the yard, similar 
to those at our old home place; there 
is an old shed, a big barn across a 
small dirt road to the side of the 
house, various nut trees shade the 
yard, interspersed with flowers and 
shrubs. 

Soon family members came to let 


us in; and the inside of the home 
continued my nostalgic mood — the 
layout of the house, the narrow 
plank walls, also like those of my 
old home. 

Again, I could sense their lives 
here - in the comfortable, beloved 
atmosphere of each room, as they 
happily shared their lives with each 
other and family and friends. 

The daughter-in-law, our dear 
friend, said they would leave the 
walls as they are. I’m not sure what 
they will do with the home. 

But I know that house - that home 
- will live forever in their memories 
- for them it will always remain the 
same - it will just be minus the two 
who made it a home,

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Green Thumb and Good Luck Charm

Robert English, or Rob, as his 
friends call him, loves sweet corn 
So does his wife, Nellie. It naturally 
follows then that the Elba couple 
has plenty of corn growing in their 
home garden. In fact, Rob has a spe 
cial thing about growing corn that 
the average home gardener doesn't 
do. You can take this as a good tip 
from an old hand at growing corn: 

“[ plant my corn in the early 
spring as usual,” he casually points 
out, “But then | keep on planting 
some more about every three weeks 
If you do that, you'll have sweet 
corn at first frost and it’s just as 
good in November as it is in the 
Spring. Watermelon is good in the 
fall too,” he adds 

When | visited the English home, 
Rob had just planted another eight 
rows of corn. He also had just 
pulled up three rows of multiplying 
onions. Miss Nellie was eying that 
bare spot for herself to plant some 
Indian corn. English claims she 
plants the best corn; but was he just 
buttering her up? I couldn't tell. 
When 19-month-old Elizabeth 
Farris English skipped by, he was 
prompted to add, “We all like corn. 
Our kids and granddaughter, too. 
The little “charmer” is the daughter 
of son, Chris, and his wife, Kristi. 

“We don’t like our corn quite as 
sweet as some folks, though,” 
English volunteered, “So we plant 
the Merritt variety. It's a yellow 
corn but not quite so sweet as Table 
Joy.” 

The veteran home gardener was 
equally as enthusiastic about his 
newly dug onions 

“T just had the best I’ve ever had,” 
reported the cousin of the late J.O. 
English, legendary probate judge of 


Coffee County for 24 years. “One 
hill had 62 bulbs 
anything like it.” 

Now just turning 80, the gardener 


I've never seen 


“extraordinaire” culls his ecreden- 
tials from about 60 years of farming 
and gardening. He claims to have 
enjoyed every one of them. 

“My mother used to say to me, 
‘Robert, when you get caught up 
with your work, please plant me a 
couple of rows of potatoes.” That's 
how I got started in gardening.” 

“How do you control worms in 
your corn,” | asked. 

“When I first see a budworm I 
start spraying,” he answered. “I use 
a product that’s a real fine powder. I 
mix it in water and spray the tassel 
and all the way down the stalk, 
especially the shoots, because that’s 
where the worms get started, I use 
two or three tablespoons per gallon 
if the worms are bad. The spray | 
use was actually first recommended 
for tobacco,” he told me. “But a lot 
of people use it now in their gar- 
dens. It'll sure do a job on stink 
bugs.” 

A man after my own heart, 
English still uses an old push plow 
for making his furrows, and he uses 
posthole diggers for planting toma- 
toes. He digs a hole six to eight 
inches deep, tosses in a little peat 
moss and some 8-8-8 fertilizer, 
mixes it all up in the soil and sets his 
tomato plant deep. 

“Lots of folks plant by the signs 
of the moon,” English interjected, 
adding a little humor and folklore. 
“IT guess maybe I should too, but I 
just never bothered with it that 
much, 

“You know, some folks are real 
serious about the moon. If you dig

a hole in the ground and go to fill it 
up with the dirt that came out of that 
hole, you might not have enough 
dirt to fill it back up. Or, you might 
have too much and have dirt left 
over. Those people will tell you that 
the sign of the moon caused it.” 

I’ve never paid much attention to 
that, either. But, I’ve seen it happen, 
old wives’ tale or not. 

During our stroll in the garden — 
what I thought was a nice, healthy- 
looking garden — my host apolo- 
gized. “The sorriest garden I ever 
had this time of year,” he grumbled. 
“First there was so much rain I 
couldn't get things planted. Then it 
got so dry. But, there’s nothing 
much you can do about that.” 

He credited some nice looking 
yellow squash to a good heavy layer 
of pine straw mulch.

In accordance with program regulations schoo! officials will be verifying the income of some households at some time dur- 
ing the school year, Selected households will be requested to provide income documentation in order to continue receiving 


free and reduced-price meals. 


The social security number must be provided for the primary wage earner or household member who signs the application, 
Aliens ineligible tor social security numbers should indicate their status on the application, 


In certain cases, foster children are also eligible for these benefits, If a family has such children living with them and wish- 
es to apply for such meals for them, they should contact the school. 


In the operation of child feeding programs, no child will be discriminated against because of race, sex, color, religion, nation- 
al origin, age or mental or physical handicap, 


Under the provision of the free and reduced-price meal policy, the principal of each school will review the applications and 


determine eligibility. 


If 4 parent is dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he may wish to discuss it in more detail with that official. If a parent 
wishes to review the ruling further after discussing it with the school, he has a right to a fair hearing. This can be done by 
making a request either orally or in writing to Charles Pearce, Supt, whose address is 101 Tiger Drive, Elba, AL 36323 
or Rodger Bowden, Supt, whose address is 400 Reddoch Hill Rd., Elba, AL 36323, 


Hearing procedures are outlined in the free and reduced-price meal policy. 


If a household member becomes unemployed or if the household size changes, the household should contact the school to 
file a new application. Such changes may make the children of the household eligible for free or reduced-price meals if the 
household income falls at or below the level shown above. 


A complete copy of the Policy is on file in each school and in the office of the Superintendent of Elba City Schools and 
Coffee County Schools where it may be reviewed by any interested party, : 


All questions on the free and reduced-price application must be completed, Failure to include information on household 
members, income or food stamp case number, information on social security, and the signature of an adult household mem- 


ber will result in the denial of benefits

FLOOD DAMAGE PREVENTION 
ORDINANCE 
Non-Coastal Communities 


ARTICLE 1. STATUTOR 
AUTHORIZATION, 
FINDINGS OF FACT 
PURPOSE AND OBJECTIVES 


SECTION A. STATUTORY 
AUTHORIZATION 

The Legislature of the State of 
Alabama has in Title 11, Chapter 19, 
Sections 1-24, Chapter 52, Sections 
1-84, and Title 41, Chapter 9, 
Section 166 of the Code of Alabama, 
1975, authorized local government 
units to adopt regulations designed 
to promote the public health, safety, 
and general welfare of its citizenry. 
Therefore, the City of Elba, 
Alabama, does ordain as follows: 


SECTION B. FINDINGS OF FACT 

(1) The flood hazard areas of Elba, 
Alabama are subject to periodic 
inundation which results in loss of 
life and results in loss of life and 
property, health and safety hazards, 
disruption of commerce and govern- 
mental services, extraordinary public 
expenditures for flood relief and pro- 
tection, and impairment of the tax 
base, all of which adversely affect 
the public health, safety and general 
welfare. 

(2) These flood losses are caused 
by the occupancy in flood hazard 
areas of uses vulnerable to floods, 
which are inadequately elevated, 
flood-proofed, or otherwise unpro- 
tected from flood damages, and by 
the cumulative effect of obstructions 
in floodplain causing increases in 
flood heights and velocities. 


SECTION C. STATEMENT OF 
PURPOSE 

It is the purpose of this ordinance 
to promote the public health, safety 
and general welfare and to minimize 
public and private losses due to 
flood conditions in specific areas by 
provisions designed to: 

(1) require that uses vulnerable to 
floods, including facilities which 
serve such uses, be protected 
against flood damage at the time of 
initial construction; 

(2) restrict or prohibit uses which 
are dangerous to health, satety and 
property due to water or erosion haz- 
ards, or which increase flood 
heights, velocities, or erosion 

(3) control filling, grading, dredg- 
ing and other development which 
may increase flood damage or ero- 
sion, and; 

(4) prevent or regulate the con- 
struction of flood barriers which will 
unnaturally divert flood waters or 
which may increase flood hazards to 
other lands; 

(5) control the alteration of natural 
floodplains, stream channels, and 
natural protective barriers which are 
involved in the accommodation of 
flood waters. 


SECTION D. OBJECTIVES 

The objectives of this ordinance 
are: 

(1) to protect human life and 
health; 

(2) to minimize damage to public 

- facilities and utilities such as water 
and gas mains, electric, telephone 
and sewer lines, streets and bridges 
located in floodplains; 

(3) to help maintain a stable tax 
base by providing for the sound use 
and development of flood prone 
areas in such a manner as to mini- 
mize flood blight areas, 

(4) to minimize expenditure of 
public money for costly flood control 
projects; 

(5) to minimize the need for res- 
cue and relief efforts associated with 
flooding and generally undertaken at 
the expense of the general public; 

(6) to minimize prolonged busi- 
ness interruptions, and; 

(7) to insure that potential home 
buyers are notified that property 
is in a flood area. 


ARTICLE 2. GENERAL 
PROVISIONS 


SECTION A. LANDS TO WHICH 
THIS ORDINANCE APPLIES 
This ordinance shall apply to all 
Areas of Special Flood Hazard with- 
in the jurisdiction of Elba, Alabama. 


SECTION B. BASIS FOR AREA OF 
SPECIAL FLOOD HAZARDThe 
Areas of Special Flood Hazard iden- 
tified by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency in its Flood 
Insurance Study (FIS), dated May 7, 
1976, with accompanying maps and 
other supporting data and any revi- 
sion thereto, are adopted by refer- 
ence and declared a part of this ordi- 
nance. For those land areas 
acquired by a municipality through 
annexation, the current effective FIS 
and data for Coffee County, 
Alabama) are hereby adopted by ref- 
erence. Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard may also include those 
areas known to have tlooded histori- 
cally or defined through standard 
engineering analysis by governmen- 
tal agencies or private parties but not 
yet incorporated in a FIS 


SECTION C. ESTABLISHMENT OF 
DEVELOPMENT PERMIT 
A Development Permit shall be 
required in conformance with the 
provisions of this ordinance PRIOR 
to the commencement of any 
Development activities. 


SECTION D. COMPLIANCE 
No structure or land shall hereafter 
he located, extended, converted or 
altered without full compliance with 
the terms of this ordinance and other 
applicable regulations, 


SECTION E. ABROGATION AND 
GREATER RESTRICTIONS 
This ordinance is not intended to 
repeal, abrogate, or impair any exist- 
ing ordinance, easements, 
covenants, or deed restrictions 


However, where this ordinance and 
another conflict or overlap, whichev 
er imposes the more stringent 
restrictions shall prevail 


SECTION F. INTERPRETATION 

In the interpretation and applica- 
tion of this ordinance all provisions 
shall be: (1) considered as minimum 
requirements; (2) liberally construed 
in favor of the governing body, and; 
(3) deemed neither to limit nor repeal 
any other powers granted under 
Stale statutes 


SECTION G. WARNING AND 
DISCLAIMER OF LIABILITY 

The degree of flood protection 
required by this ordinance is consid- 
ered reasonable for regulatory pur- 
poses and is based on scientific and 
engineering considerations. Larger 
floods can and will occur; flood 
heights may be increased by man- 
made or natural causes. This ordi- 
nance does not imply that land out- 
side the Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard or uses permitted within 
such areas will be free from flooding 
or flood damages. This ordinance 
shall not create liability on the part of 
the City of Elba, Alabama or by any 
officer or employee thereof for any 
flood damages that result from 
reliance on this ordinance or any 
administrative decision  lawfullly 
made thereunder. 


SECTION H. PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATION 

Violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance or failure to comply with 
any of its requirements, including 
violation of conditions and safe- 
guards established in connection 
with grants of variance or special 
exceptions shall constitute a misde- 
meanor. Any person who violates 
this ordinance or fails to comply with 
any of its requirements shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined not more 
than $500.00 or imprisoned for not 
more than 180 days, or both, and in 
addition, shall pay all costs and 
expenses involved in the case. 
Each day such violation continues 
shall be considered a separate 
offense. Nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the City of Elba, 
Alabama from taking such other law- 
ful actions as is necessary to prevent 
or remedy any violation. 


ARTICLE 3. ADMINISTRATION 


SECTION A. DESIGNATION OF 
ORDINANCE ADMINISTRATOR 

The City Clerk, City of Elba, 
Alabama is hereby appointed to 
administer and implement the provi- 
sions of this ordinance. 


SECTION B. PERMIT 
PROCEDURES 

Application for a Development 
Permit shall be made to the City 
Clerk, City of Elba on forms fur- 
nished by the City of Elba PRIOR to 
any development activities, and may 
include, but not be limited to the fol- 
lowing: PLANS in duplicate drawn to 
scale showing the elevations of the 
area in question and the nature, 
location, dimensions, of existing or 
proposed structures, earthen fill 
placement, storage of materials or 
equipment, and drainage facilities. | 

Specifically, the following informa- 
tion is required: 

(1) Application Stage - 

(a) Elevation in relation to mean 
sea level (or highest adjacent grade) 
of the regulatory lowest floor level, 
including basement, of all proposed 
structures; 

(b) Elevation in relation to mean 
sea level to which any non-residen- 
tial structure will be floodproofed 

(c) Design certification from a reg- 
istered professional engineer or 
architect that any proposed non-res- 
idential flood-proofed structure will 
meet the flood-proofing criteria of 
Article 4, Sections B (2) and D (2); 

(d) Design certification from a reg- 
istered professional engineer or 
architect that any new construction 
or substantial improvement placed in 
a Coastal High Hazard Area will 
meet the criteria of Article 4, Section 
E(5); 

(e) Description of the extent to 
which any watercourse will be 
altered or relocated as a result of a 
proposed development, and; 

(2) Construction Stage 

For all new construction and sub- 
stantial improvements, the permit 
holder shall provide to the 
Administrator an as-built certification 
of the regulatory floor elevation or 
‘lood-prooting level using appropri- 
ate FEMA elevation or flood-proofing 
certificate immediately after the low- 
est floor or flood-proofing is complet- 
ed. Where a structure is subject to 
the provisions applicable to Coastal 
High Hazard Areas, after placement 
of the lowest horizontal structural 
members. Any regulatory floor certi- 
fication made relative to mean sea 
level shall be prepared by or under 
the direct supervision of a registered 
land surveyor or professional engi- 
neer and certified by same. When 
flood-proofing is utilized for non-resi- 
dential structures, said certification 
shall be prepared by or under the 
direct supervision of a 
professional engineer or architect 
and certified by same 

Any work undertaken prior to sub- 
mission of these certifications shall 
be at the permit holder's risk 

The City Clerk, Elba, Alabama 
shall review the above referenced 
certification data submitted, 
Deficiencies detected by such 
review shall be corrected by the per- 
mit holder immediately and prior to 
further progressive work being 
allowed to proceed. Failure to submit 
certification or failure to make said 
corrections required hereby, shall be 
cause to issue a stop-work order for 
the project 


SECTION C. DUTIES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE 
ADMINISTRATOR 

Duties of the City Clerk, City of 
Elba, shall include, but shall not be 


limited to 

(1) Review all development per 
mits to assure that the permit 
requirements of this ordinance have 
been satisfied 

(2) Review proposed development 
to assure that all necessary permits 
have been received from govern- 
mental agencies from which 
approval is required by Federal or 
State law, including section 
404 of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act Amendments of 1972, 33 
U.S.C. 1334. Require that copies of 
such permits be provided and main- 
tained on file. 

(3) When Base Flood Elevation 
data or floodway data have not been 
provided in accordance with Article 2 
Section B, then the City Clerk, City of 
Elba, Alabama shall obtain, review 
and reasonably utilize any base 
flood elevation and floodway data 
available from a Federal, State or 
other sources in order to administer 
the provisions of Article 4. 

(4) Verify and record the actual 
elevation in relation to mean sea 
level (or highest adjacent grade) of 
the regulatory floor level, including 
basement, of all new construction or 
substantially improved structures in 
accordance with Article 3 (B(2). 

(5) Verify and record the actual 
elevation, in relation to mean sea 
level to which any new or substan- 
tially improved structures have been 
flood-proofed, in accordance with 
Article 4, Sections B (2) and D (2). 

(6) When flood-proofing is utilized 
for a structure, the City Clerk, City of 
Elba, Alabama shall obtain certifica- 
tion of design criteria from a regis- 
tered professional engineer or archi- 
tect in accordance with Article 
3(B)(1)(c) and Article 4(B)(2) or 
(D)(2). hae 

(7) Obtain design certification from 
a registered professional engineer or 
architect that any new construction 
or substantial improvement placed in 
a Coastal High Hazard Area will 
meet the criteria of Article 4, Section 
E (5); 

(8) Notify adjacent communities 
and the Alabama Department of 
Natural Resources prior to any alter- 
ation or relocation of a watercourse 
and submit evidence of such notifi- 
cation to the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA), and 
the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency (AEMA). 

(9) For any altered or relocated 
watercourse, submit engineering 
data/analysis within six (6) months to 
the FEMA and State to ensure accu- 
racy of community flood maps 
through the Letter of Map Revision 
process. Assure flood carrying 
capacity of any altered or relocated 
watercourse is maintained. 

(10) Where interpretation is need- 
ed as to the exact location of bound- 
aries of the Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard (for example, where there 
appears to be a conflict between a 
mapped boundary and actual field 
conditions) the City Clerk, City of 
Elba, Alabama shall make the nec- 
essary interpretation. Any person 

contesting the location of the bound- 
ary shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity to appeal the interpreta- 
tion as provided in this ordinance. 

(11) All records pertaining to the 
provisions of this ordinance shali be 
maintained in the office of the City 
Clerk, City of Elba, Alabama and 
shall be open for public inspection. 


ARTICLE 4. PROVISIONS FOR 
FLOOD HAZARD REDUCTION 


SECTION A. GENERAL 
STANDARDS 

In ALL Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard the following provisions are 
required: 

(1) New construction and substan- 
tial improvements of existing struc- 
tures shall be anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse or lateral move- 
ment of the structure; 

(2)New construction and substan- 
tial improvements of existing struc- 
tures shall be constructed with mate- 
rials and utility equipment resistant 
to flood damage; 

(8) New construction or substan- 
tial improvements of existing struc- 
tures shall be constructed by meth- 
ods and practices that minimize 
flood damage; 

(4) Elevated Buildings - All New 
construction or substantial improve- 
ments of existing structures that 
include ANY fully enclosed area 
located below the lowest floor 
formed by foundation and other 
exterior walls shall be designed so 
as to be an unfinished or flood resis- 
tant enclosure. The enclosure shall 
be designed to equalize hydrostatic 
flood forces on exterior walls by 
allowing for the automatic entry and 
exit of floodwater. 

(a)Designs for complying with this 
requirement must either be certified 
by a professional engineer, architect 
or meet the following minimum crite- 
ria 

(i) Provide a minimum of two 
openings having a total net area of 
not less than one square inch for 
every square foot of enclosed area 
subject to flooding; 

(ii) The bottom of all openings 
shall be no higher than one foot 
above grade; and, 

(iii) Openings may be equipped 
with screens, louvers, valves or 
other coverings or devices provided 
they permit the automatic flow of 
floodwater in both directions 

(b) So as not to violate the “Lowest 
Floor” criteria of this ordinance, the 
unfinished or flood resistant enclo- 
sure shall only be used for parking of 
vehicles, limited storage of mainte- 
nance equipment used in connection 
with the premises, or entry to the ele- 
vated area and 

(c) The interior portion of such 
enclosed area shall not be parti- 
tioned or finished into separate 
rooms. 

(5) All heating and air conditioning 
equipment and components, all elec- 
trical, ventilation, plumbing, and 
other service facilities shall be 
designed and/or located so as to 
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prevent water from entering or accu- 
mulating within the components dur- 
ing conditions of flooding. 

(6) Manufactured homes shall be 
anchored to prevent flotation, col- 
lapse, or lateral movement. 
Methods of anchoring may include, 
but are not limited to, use of over- 
the-top or frame ties to ground 
anchors. This standard shall be in 
addition to and consistent with 
applicable State requirements for 
resisting wind forces. 

(7) New and replacement water 
supply systems shall be designed to 
minimize or eliminate infiltration of 
flood waters into the system; 

(8) New and replacement sanitary 
sewage systems shall be designed 
to minimize or eliminate infiltration of 
flood waters into the systems and 
discharges from the systems into 
flood waters; 

(9) On-site waste disposal sys- 
tems shall be located and construct- 
ed to avoid impairment to them or 
contamination from them during 
flooding, and; 

(10) Any alteration, repair, recon- 
struction or improvement to a struc- 
ture which is not compliant with the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
undertaken only if the nonconformity 
is not furthered, extended or 
replaced. 


SECTION B. SPECIFIC 
STANDARDS 

In ALL Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard designated as Al-30, AE, AH, 
AO, AR or A (with estimated BFE), 
the following provisions are required: 

(1) New construction and substan- 
tial improvements - Where base 
flood elevation data are available, 
new construction or substantial 
improvement of any structure or 
manufactured home shall have the 
lowest floor, including basement, 
élevated no lower than one foot 
above the base flood elevation. 
Should solid foundation perimeter 
walls be used to elevate a structure, 
openings sufficient to facilitate the 
unimpeded movements of flood 
waters shall be provided in accor- 
dance with standards of Article 4, 
Section A(4), “Elevated Buildings”. 

(2) Non-Residential Construction - 
New construction or the substantial 
improvement of any non-residential 
structure located in Al-30, AE, or AH 
zones, may be flood-proofed in lieu 
of elevation. The structure, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary 
facilities, must be designed to be 
water tight to one 
(1) foot above the base flood eleva- 
tion, with walls substantially imper- 
meable to the passage of water, and 
structural components having the 
capability of resisting hydrostatic and 
hydrodynamic loads and the effect of 
buoyancy. A registered professional 
engineer or architect shall certify 
that the design and methods of con- 
struction are in accordance with 
accepted standards of practice for 
meeting the provisions above, and 
shall provide such certification to the 
official as set forth above and in 
Article 3, Section C(6). 

(3) Standards for Manufactured 
Homes and Recreational Vehicles - 
Where base flood elevation data are 
available: 

(a) All manufactured homes 
placed or substantially improved on 
individual lots or parcels, in new or 
substantially improved manufac- 
tured home parks or subdivisions, in 
expansions to existing manufactured 
home parks or subdivisions, or on a 
site in an existing manufactured 
home park or subdivision where a 
manufactured home has incurred 
“substantial damage” as the result of 
a flood, must have the lowest floor 
including basement elevated no 
lower than one foot above the base 
flood elevation. 

(b) Manufactured homes placed or 
substantially improved in an existing 
manufactured home park or subdivi- 
sion may be elevated so that either: 

(1) The lowest floor of the manu- 
factured home is elevated no lower 
than one foot above the level of the 
base flood elevation, or 

(ii) The manufactured home chas- 
sis is elevated and supported by 
reinforced piers (or other foundation 
elements of at least an equivalent 
strength) of no less than 36 inches in 
height above grade. 

(c) All Manufactured homes must 
be securely anchored to an ade- 
quately anchored foundation system 
to resist flotation, collapse and later- 
al movement. (Refer to Article 
4,Section A above) 

(d) All recreational vehicles placed 
on sites must either: 

(i) Be on the site for fewer than 
180 consecutive days, fully licensed 
and ready for highway use if it is 
licensed, on it's wheels or jacking 
system, attached to the site only by 
quick disconnect type utilities and 
security devices, and has no perma- 
nently attached structures or addi- 
tions; or 

(ii) The recreational vehicle must 
meet all the requirements for “New 
Construction”, including the 
anchoring and elevation require- 
ments of Article 4 ection B (3)(a)(c), 
above 

(4) Floodway - Located within 
Areas of Special Flood Hazard 
established in Article 2, Section B, 
are areas designated as floodway. A 
floodway may be an extremely haz- 
ardous area due to velocity flood 
waters, debris or erosion potential. 
In addition, the area must remain 
free of encroachment in order to 
allow for the discharge of the base 
flood without increased flood 
heights. 

Therefore, the following provisions 
shall apply: 

(a) Encroachments are prohibited, 
including earthen fill, new construc- 
tion, substantial improvements or 
other development within the regula- 
tory floodway. Development may be 
permitted however, provided it is 
demonstrated through hydrologic 
and hydraulic analyses performed in 
accordance with standard engineer- 
ing practice that the encroachment 


shall not result in any increase in 
flood levels or floodway widths dur- 
ing a base flood discharge. A regis- 
tered professionai engineer must 
provide supporting technical data 
and certification thereof 

(b) ONLY if Article 4 (B)(4)(a) 
above is satisfied, then any new con- 
struction or substantial improvement 
shall comply with all other applicable 
flood hazard reduction provisions of 
Article 4. 


SECTION C. BUILDING 
STANDARDS FOR STREAMS 
WITHOUT ESTABLISHED BASE 
FLOOD ELEVATIONS AND/OR 
FLOODWAY (A-ZONES) 

Located within the Areas of 
Special Flood Hazard established in 
Article 2, Section B, where streams 
exist but no base flood data have 
been provided (A-Zones), OR where 
base flood data have been provided 
but a Floodway has not been delin- 
eated, the following provisions apply: 

(1) When base flood elevation 
data or floodway data have not been 
provided in accordance with Article 
2(B), then the local administrator 
shall obtain, review, and reasonably 
utilize any scientific or historic Base 
Flood Elevation and floodway data 
available from a Federal, State, or 
other source, in order to administer 
the provisions of Article 4. ONLY if 
data are not available from these 
sources, then the following provi- 
sions (2&3) shall apply: 

(2) No encroachments, including 
structures or fill material, shall be 
located within an area equal to the 
width of the stream or twenty-five 
feet, whichever is greater, measured 
from the top of the stream bank, 
unless certification by a registered 
professional engineer is provided 
demonstrating that such encroach- 
ment shall not result in any increase 
in flood levels during the occurrence 
of the base flood discharge. 

(3) In special flood hazard areas 
without base flood elevation data, 
new construction and substantial 
improvements of existing structures 
shall have the lowest floor of the low- 
est enclosed area (including 
basement) elevated no less than 
three (3) feet above the highest adja- 
cent grade at the building site. open- 
ings sufficient to facilitate the unim- 
peded movements of flood waters 
shall be provided in accordance with 
standards of Article 4, Section A(4) 
“Elevated Buildings”. 

The Administrator shall certify the 
lowest floor elevation level and the 
record shall become a permanent 
part of the permit file. 


SECTION D. STANDARDS FOR 
AREAS OF SHALLOW FLOODING 
(AO ZONES) 

Areas of Special Flood Hazard 
established in Article 2, Section B, 
may include designated “AO” shal- 
low flooding areas. These areas 
have base flood depths of one to 
three feet (11-31) above ground, with 
no clearly defined channel. The fol- 
lowing provisions apply: 

(1) All new construction and sub- 
stantial improvements of residential 
and non-residential structures shall 
have the lowest floor, including 
basement, elevated to the flood 
depth number specified on the Flood 
Insurance, Rate Map (FIRM) above 
the highest adjacent grade. If no 
flood depth number is specified, the 
lowest floor, including basement, 
shall be elevated at least three feet 
(3) above the highest adjacent 
grade. Openings sufficient to facili- 
tate the unimpeded movements of 
flood waters shall be provided in 
accordance with standards of Article 
4, Section A(4), “Elevated Buildings”. 

The Administrator shall certify the 
lowest floor elevation level and the 
record shall become a permanent 
part of the permit file. 

(2) New construction or the sub- 
stantial improvement of a non-resi- 
dential structure may be flood- 
proofed in lieu of elevation. The 
structure, together with attendant 
utility and sanitary facilities, must be 
designed to be water tight to the 
specified FIRM flood level plus two 
(2) feet, above highest adjacent 
grade, with walls substantially imper- 
meable to the passage of water, and 
structural components having the 
capability of resisting hydrostatic and 
hydrodynamic loads and the effect of 
buoyancy. A registered professional 
engineer or architect shall certify that 
the design and methods of construc- 
tion are in accordance with accepted 
standards of practice for meeting the 
provisions above, and shall provide 
such certification to the official as set 
forth above and as required in 
Articles 3(B)(1)(c) and (3)(B)(2). 

(3) Drainage paths shall be provid- 
ed to guide floodwater around and 
away from any proposed structure. 


SECTION E. STANDARDS FOR 
SUBDIVISIONS 

(1) All subdivision proposals shall 
be consistent with the need to mini- 
mize flood damage; 

(2) All subdivision proposals shall 
have public utilities and facilities 
such as sewer, gas, electrical and 
water systems located and con- 
structed to minimize flood damage; 

(3) All subdivision proposals shall 
have adequate drainage provided to 
reduce exposure to flood hazards, 
and; 

(4)Base flood elevation data shall 
be provided for subdivision propos- 
als and all other proposed develop- 
ment, including manufactured home 
parks and subdivisions, greater than 
fifty (50) lots or five (5) acres, 
whichever is less. 


ARTICLE 5. VARIANCE 
PROCEDURES 

(A) The appointed board as estab- 
lished by the City of Elba shall hear 
and decide requests for appeals or 
variance from the requirements of 
this ordinance. 

(B) The board shall hear and 
decide appeals when it is alleged an 
error in any requirement, decision, or 
determination is made by the city 


clerk in the enforcement or adminis- 
tration of this ordinance 

(CG) Any person aggrieved by the 
decision of the appointed board may 
appeal such decision to the appro 
priate court as provided in state 
statute. 

(D) Variances may be issued for 
the repair or rehabilitation of Historic 
Structures upon a determination that 
the proposed repair or rehabilitation 
will not preclude the structure's con- 
tinued designation as an Historic 
Structure and the variance is the 
minimum to preserve the historic 
character and design of the struc- 
ture. 

(E) Variances may be issued for 
development necessary for the con- 
duct of a functionally dependent use, 
provided the criteria of this Article 
are met, no reasonable alternative 
exists, and the development is pro- 
tected by methods that minimize 
flood damage during the base flood 
and create no additional threats to 
public safety. 

(F )Variances shall not be issued 
within any designated floodway if 
ANY increase in flood levels during 
the base flood discharge would 
result. 

(G) In reviewing such requests, 
the appointed board shall consider 
all technical evaluations, relevant 
factors, and all standards specified 
in this and other sections of this ordi- 
nance. 

(H) Conditions for Variances: 

(1)A variance shall be issued 
ONLY when there is: 

(i) a finding of good and sufficient 
cause, 

(iija determination that failure to 
grant the variance would result in 
exceptional hardship, and; 

(iii) a determination that the arant- 
ing of a variance will not result in 
increased flood heights, additional 
threats to public safety, extraordinary 
public expense, create nuisance, 
cause fraud on or victimization of the 
public, or conflict with existing local 
laws or ordinances. 

(2) The provisions of this 
Ordinance are minimum standards 
for flood loss reduction, therefore 
any deviation from the standards 
must be weighed carefully. 
Variances shall only be issued upon 
a determination that the variance is 
the minimum necessary, considering 
the flood hazard, to afford relief; and, 
in the instance of an_ Historic 
Structure, a determination that the 
variance is the minimum necessary 
so as not to destroy the historic char- 
acter and design of the building. 

(3) Any applicant to whom a vari- 
ance is granted shall be given writ- 
ten notice specifying the difference 
between the base flood elevation 
and the elevation of the proposed 
lowest floor and stating that the cost 
of flood insurance will be commen- 
surate with the increased risk to life 
and property resulting from the 
reduced lowest floor elevation. 

(4) The administrator shall main- 
tain the records of all appeal actions 
and report any variances to the 
Federal and State Emergency 
Management Agencies upon 
request. 

(1) Upon consideration of the fac- 
tors listed above and the purposes of: 
this ordinance, the appointed boaid 
may attach such conditions to the 
granting of variances as it deems 
necessary to further the purposes of 
this ordinance. 


ARTICLE 6. DEFINITIONS 

Unless specifically defined below, 
words or phrases used in this ordi- 
nance shall be interpreted so as to 
give them the meaning they have in 
common usage and to give this ordi- 
nance its most reasonable applica- 
tion. 

“Addition (to an existing * ici" 
means any walled anc roofed 
expansion to the perimeter of a 
building in which the addition is con- 
nected by a common load-bearing 
wall other than a fire wall. Any 
walled and roofed addition which is 
connected by a fire wall or is sepa- 
rated by an independent perimeter 
load-bearing wall shall be consid- 
ered “New Construction”. 

“Appeal” means a request for a 
review of the city clerk’s interpreta- 
tion of any provision of this ordi- 
nance. 

“Area of shallow flooding” means a 
designated AO or AH Zone on a 
community's Flood Insurance Rate 
Map (FIRM) with base flood depths 
from one to three feet, and/or where 
a clearly defined channel does not 
exist, where the path of flooding is 
unpredictable and indeterminate, 
and where velocity flow may be evi- 
dent. 

“Area of special flood hazard” is 
the land in the floodplain within a 
community subject to a one percent 
or greater chance of flooding in any 
given year. In the absence of official 
designation by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, 
Areas of Special Flood Hazard shall 
be those designated by the local 
community and referenced in Article 
2, Section B. 

“Base flood” means the flood hav- 
ing a one percent chance of being 
equaled or exceeded in any given 
year. 

“Basement” means that portion of 
a building having its floor subgrade 
(below ground level) on all sides. 

“Breakaway wall” means a wall 
that is not part of the structural sup- 
port of the building and is intended 
through its design and construction 
to collapse under specific lateral 
loading forces, without causing dam- 
age to the elevated portion of the 
building or the supporting foundation 
system. 

“Building” 


means any structure , 


built for support, shelter, or enclo- « 


sure for any occupancy or storage. 

“Coastal High Hazard Area” 
means the area subject to high 
velocity waters caused by, but not 
limited to, hurricane wave wash. 


The area is designated on a FIRM as 


Zone Vi - 30, VE or V 


“Development” means any man- .

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made change to improved or unim 
proved real estate, including, but not 
limited to, buildings or other struce- 
tures, mining, dredging, filling, grad- 
ing, paving, excavation, drilling oper- 
ations, and permanent storage of 
equipment or materials 

“Elevated building” means a non- 
basement building built to have the 
lowest floor of the lowest enclosed 
area elevated above the ground 
level by means of fill, solid founda- 
tion perimeter walls, pilings, 
columns, piers, or shear walls ade- 
quately anchored so as not to impair 
the structural integrity of the building 
during a base flood event. 

“Existing Construction” Any struc- 
ture for which the “start of construc- 
tion” commenced before April 27, 
1987. 

“Existing manufactured home park 
or subdivision” means a manufac- 
tured home park or subdivision for 
which the construction of facilities for 
servicing the lots on which the man- 
ufactured homes are to be affixed 
(including at a minimum the installa- 
tion of utilities, the construction of 
streets, and final site grading or the 
pouring of concrete pads) is com- 
pleted before April 27, 1987. 

“Expansion to an existing manu- 
factured home park or subdivision” 
means the preparation of additional 
sites by the construction of facilities 
for servicing the lots on which the 
manufactured homes are to be 
affixed, including the installation of 
utilities, the construction of streets, 
and either final site grading or the 
pouring of concrete pads. 

“Flood” or “flooding” means a gen- 
eral and temporary condition of par- 
tial or complete inundation of nor- 
mally dry land areas from: 

a. the overflow of inland or tidal 
waters; or 

b. the unusual and rapid accumu- 
lation or runoff of surface waters 
from any source, 

“Flood Hazard Boundary Map 
(FHBM)” means an official map of a 
community, issued by the Federal 
Insurance Administration, where the 
boundaries of areas of special flood 
hazard have been designated as 
Zone A. 

“Flood Insurance Rate Map 
(FIRM)” means an official map of a 
community, issued by the Federal 
Insurance Administration, delineat- 
ing the areas of special flood hazard 
and/or risk premium zones applica- 
ble to the community. 

“Flood Insurance Study” the offi- 
cial report by the Federal Insurance 
Administration evaluating flood haz- 
ards and containing flood profiles 
and water surface elevations of the 
base flood. 

“Floodplain” means any land area 
susceptible to flooding. 

“Floodway” (Regulatory 
Floodway) means the channel of a 
river or other watercourse and the 
adjacent land areas that must be 
reserved in order to discharge the 
base flood without cumulatively 
increasing the water surface eleva- 
tion more than a designated height. 

“Functionally dependent facility” 
means a facility which cannot be 
used for its intended purpose unless 
it is located or carried out in close 
proximity to water, such as a docking 
or port facility necessary for the load- 
ing and unloading of cargo or pas- 
sengers, shipbuilding, or ship repair 
facilities. The term does not include 
long-term storage, manufacture, 
sales, or service facilities. 

“Highest adjacent grade” means 
the highest natural elevation of the 
ground surface, prior to construction, 
adjacent to the proposed walls of a 
structure. 

“Historic Structure” means any 
structure that is; 

a. Listed individually in the 
Nationa! Register of Historic Places 
' lusting maintained by the U.S. 
UVepartment of Interior) or preliminar- 
ily determined by the Secretary of 
the Interior as meeting the require- 
ments for individual listing on the 
National Register: 

b. Certified or preliminarily deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the 
Interior as contributing to the histori- 
cal significance of a registered his- 
toric district or a district preliminarily 
determined by the Secretary to qual- 
ify as a registered historic district: 

c. Individually listed on a state 
inventory of historic places and 
determined as eligible by states with 
historic preservation programs which 
have been approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior; or 

d. Individually listed on a local 
inventory of historic places and 
determined as eligible by communi- 
ties with historic preservation pro- 
grams that have been certified 
either: 

(1) By an approved state program 
as determined by the Secretary of 
the Interior, or 

(2) Directly by the Secretary of the 
Interior in states without approved 
programs. 

Levee means a man-made struc- 
ture, usually an earthen embank- 
ment, designed and constructed in 
accordance with sound engineering 
practices to contain, control, or divert 
the flow of water so as to provide 
protection from temporary flooding. 

Levee System means a flood pro- 
tection system which consists of a 
levee, or levees, and associated 
structures, such as closure and 
drainage devices, which are con- 
structed and operated in accordance 
with sound engineering practices. 

Lowest floor means the lowest 
floor of the lowest enclosed area 
(including basement), An unfinished 
or flood resistant enclosure, used 
solely for parking of vehicles, build- 
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ing access, or storage, in an area 
other than a basement, is not con- 
sidered a building's lowest floor, pro- 
vided that such enclosure is not built 
SO as to render the structure in viola- 
tion of other provisions of this code. 

“Mangrove stand” means an 
assemblage of mangrove trees 
which is mostly low trees noted for a 
copious development of interlacing 
adventitious roots above the ground 
and which contain one or more of the 
following species: Black mangrove 
(Avicennia Nitida); red mangrove 
(Rhizophora Mangle); white man- 
grove (Languncularia Racemosa); 
and buttonwood (Conbcaryus 
Erecta). 

“Manufactured home” means a 
building, transportable in one or 
more sections, built on a permanent 
chassis and designed to be used 
with or without a permanent founda- 
tion when connected to the required 
utilities. The term also includes park 
trailers, travel trailers, and similar 
transportable structures placed on a 
site for 180 consecutive days or 
longer and intended to be improved 
property. 

"Mean Sea Level” means the 
average height of the sea for all 
stages of the tide. It is used! as a ref- 
erence for establishing various eie- 
vations within the floodplain. For 
purposes of this ordinance, the term 
is synonymous” with National 
Geodetic Vertical Datum (NGVD) of 
1929 or other datum. 

“National Geodetic Vertical Datum 
(NGVD)" as corrected in 1929 is a 
vertical control used as a reference 
for establishing varying elevations 
within the floodplain. 

“New construction” means ANY 
structure (see definition) for which 
the “start of construction” com- 
menced after April 27, 1987, and 
includes any subsequent improve- 
ments to the structure 

“New manufactured home park or 
subdivision” means a manufactured 
home park or subdivision for which 
the construction of facilities for ser- 
vicing the lots on which the manu- 
factured homes are to be affixed 
(including at a minimum, the installa- 
tion of utilities, the construction of 
streets, and either final site grading 
or the pouring of concrete pads) is 
completed on or after April 27, 1987. 

“Repetitive Loss” means flood- 
related damages sustained by a 
structure on two separate occasions 
during a 10-year period for which the 
cost of repairs at the time of each 
such flood event, on the average, 
equals or exceeds 25 percent of the 
market value of the structure before 
the damages occurred. 

“Recreational vehicle” means a 
vehicle which is: 

a. Built on a single chassis; 

b. 400 square feet or less when 
measured at the largest horizontal 
projection; 

c. Designed to be self-propelled or 
permanently towable by a fight duty 
truck; and 

d. Designed primarily not for use 
as a permanent dwelling but as tem- 
porary living quarters for recreation- 
al, camping, travel, or seasonal use. 


damage”, regardiess of the actual 
amount of repair work performed. 

For the purposes of this definition, 
“substantial improvement” is consid- 
ered to occur when the first alter- 
ation of any wall, ceiling, floor, or 
other structural part of the building 
commences, whether or not that 
alteration affects the external dimen- 
sions of the building. The term does 
not, however, include either: (1) Any 
project for improvement of a struc- 
ture to correct existing violations of 
State or local health, sanitary, or 
safety code specifications which 
have been identified by the local 
code enforcement official and which 
are the minimum necessary to 
assure safe living conditions or; (2) 
Any alteration of a “historic struc- 
ture”, provided that the alteration will 
not preclude the structure's contin- 
ued designation as a “historic struc- 
ture”. 

“Substantially improved existing 
manufactured home parks or subdi- 
visions” is where the repair, recon- 
struction, rehabilitation or improve- 
ment of the streets, utilities and pads 
equals or exceeds 50 percent of the 
value of the streets, utilities and 
pads before the repair, reconstruc- 
tion or improvement commenced. 

“Variance” is a grant of relief from 
the requirements of this ordinance 
which permits construction in a man- 
ner otherwise prohibited by this ordi- 
nance. 


ARTICLE 7. SEVERABILITY 

lf any section, clause, sentence, 
or phrase of this ordinance is held to 
be invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, then 
said holding shall in no way effect 
the validity of the remaining portions 
of this Ordinance.

Elba City Council adopts flood ordinance

On July 13th the Elba City 
Council meeting was highlighted by 
the presentations of awards for 
heroism to several Elba citizens. 

The council also approved the 
action of the zoning board in rezon- 
ing property for Max and Angelyn 
Holley from R-3 to B-2 (commer- 
cial). The lot is located at the inter- 
section of West Davis and Adkinson 
Streets. 

They also adopted a new flood 
damage prevention ordinance which 
had been previously approved by 
the zoning board. That ordinance is 
published in it’s entirety in this 
week’s edition of The Elba Clipper. 

Regular monthly bills totaling 
$30,512.32 were approved for pay- 
ment. They included $6,398.93 for 


vehicle repair; $4,620.25 for chemi- 
cals; $1,102.07 for an annual fire 
service inspection; $965.00 for sur- 
vey work at the old school property; 
$458.88 for swimming pool repair; 
$905.40 for stripping paint for the 
ball fields and $602.42 for design 
plans for renovations at the Elba 
City Hall. 

In addition there was bills totaling 
another $30,580.05 for flood related 
work. This was all covered by 
FEMA funds or flood insurance 
payments. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported to the council that the 
power outage during the thunder 
storm of the previous week was 
from problems in the Alabama 
Electric system and not City of Elba 
equipment. 

Mayor James Grimes reported 
that the city hall roof is leaking and 


needs repair. The council authorized 
him to solicit bids on repairing this 
roof while the building repairs are 
underway. 

The council also approved a cost 
of living adjustment for five retired 
city employees. This will cost the 
city an additional $188.48 per 
month. 

Grimes recommended the council 
support a lunch in August to show 
appreciation to all city employees 
for their dedicated work following 
the March flood. All council mem- 
bers endorsed the idea. 

Grimes also gave council mem- 
bers a draft of a long range plan for 
Elba, “Elba:2000 and Beyond - A 
Plan for the Future.” He asked that 
they’ review the plan and offer 
refinements and/or additions to the 
project.

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Commission stretches evening session

The Coffee County Commission 
lengthened its meeting Monday 
evening from the previous meeting 
lasting just under an hour and a half. 

Several county residents were 
present to voice their need for assis- 
tance on their roads; however, they 
departed soon after stating their 
case, and they missed County 
Engineer Randy Tindell’s “slide 
show” on flood repair work present- 
ly underway throughout the county. 

The first order of business was 
the awarding of bids that were 
opened earlier in the day on two 
emergency watershed projects 
(EWP) and the construction of Cell 
#4 at the county's landfill. 

Low bidder on EWP 98-37 was 
Regency Construction, Inc. of 
Slidell, LA. Their bid was 
$69,222.00. The bids ranged from 
the low awarded to $120,000.00. 
Carter Contracting Services of 
Andalusia, AL was low bidder on 
EWP 98-38 at $62,614.00. The high 
bid on this project was $142,000.00 

Both of the EWP bids were 
awarded contingent on concurrence 
from NRCS (Natural Resources 
Conservation Service). 

Stranco of Louisana was awarded 
the bid for the construction of the 
landfill cell. Their bid was the low 
at $772,872.70. There was a high 
bid of $1,085,937.50. 

In the last commission meeting, 
commissioners agreed to request 
bids for the installation of septic 
tanks at three voting houses in rural 
Coffee County. Three bids were 
received with Beckham Septic 
Tanks & Ditching Service of 
Enterprise submitting the low bid of 
$2,145.00. A high bid of $2,500 was 
received. 

Under the heading of new busi- 
ness, Phil Rugg, county mainte- 
nance department supervisor, 
addressed the commission concem- 
ing drain problems at the county 
jail. He also submitted a recommen- 
dation to the commission on pur- 
chasing a piece of equipment to 
help in keeping the drains free. 

Rugg told commissioners that 
drains in the jail are often clogged 
with objects such as towels, plastic 
objects, tooth paste containers, 
soap, aspirin bottles, etc. 

“We don’t have anything to get it 


out with. We need to buy a power- 
ized rotor rooter,” he told commis- 
sioners. 

He submitted a price of $1,275.00 
for the piece of equipment needed 
to do the job. Rugg had some sam- 
ples of the debris that he had 
removed from the drains, but the 
commissioners chose not to view 
the items. 

He told commissioners that these 
drains had to be cleared one to two 
times per week. The last time it cost 
labor plus $429 to clear the drains 
due to the fact that a private 
plumber with a power rotor rooter 
had to be called. 

He added that the county had just 
received a bill of $1,920 to have the 
sewage pump for the facility rebuilt. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens told commission members 
that the maintenance department 
had enough money in the budget to 
make this purchase. Commissioners 
voted unanimously to approve 
Rugg’s request. 

While on the subject of building 
maintenance, commissioners 
approved a bid of $698.00 for the 
cleaning of the county health 
department building. They also 
voted to pay for having the facility 
cleaned on a quarterly basis. 

Charles Donaldson addressed the 
commission concerning the condi- 
tion of Co. Rd. 517 which is a dirt 
road. 

“We were here about two months 
ago with a petition and Co. Rd. 517 
is still in bad shape,” said 
Donaldson. “When it rains less than 
a half inch, this road completely 
washes out...we’re fixing to have a 
bad problem.” 

He asked the members of the 
commission if there was anything 
he could do do help in getting this 
road paved. 

Another resident added, “We are 
into it now! We can’t hardly make it 
any longer because we can't travel 
that little old narrow road. We’ re not 
asking for no freeway or no big 
nothing. We’re just asking for con- 
venience where we can get out and 
get our job done. If this is too hard 
just tell me to shut up. We need your 
help. If you’re ever going to help us, 
do it now!” 

Tindell showed commissioners 
some recent slides of the road which 
substantiated the men’s argument. 


Elba City Council’s meeting 
short and almost sweet

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was short and 
almost sweet. The lone sour note 
was a complaint from Charles and 
Jackie Marler who told council 
members of problems they are hav- 
ing with some neighbors. Mayor 
James Grimes assured the Marlers 
the situation would be checked into. 

Police officer Freddie Hanchey 
reported on the status of the police 
department on behalf of the police 
chief who was away attending a 
school. He said the NCIC machine 


is back in operation for the first time 
since the March flood; Dean Blair 
will attend a DARE school in Gulf 
Shores next week; and a rotation 
has been established between Elba 
Rescue and EMS. 

The council approved a resolu- 
tion allowing the mayor to approve 
the paperwork on a conservation 
department grant on the erosion 
repair project at the Elba schools. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported that the flags would be 
flown at half-mast Tuesday in mem- 
ory of the two security men who 
were killed at the nation’s capitol 
last week.

Durwood Kelley, a resident on 
the road, added, “There has been no 
improvement to amount to anything 
on the road in my life time - in thir- 
ty years. It has been a one-lane road 
every since. There are eleven resi- 
dences along the road.” 

After a brief discussion, commis- 
sioners passed a motion to have the 
county engineer draw up and secure 
right-of-way deeds along the road to 
allow the county to widen and 
improve the road in preparation for 
paving in the future. 

James Sims spoke to commis- 
sioners concerning the condition of 
Co. Rd. 258. He told them that the 
road is approximately three-quarters 
of a mile long and has fourteen 
homes on it. 

“I’ve been a resident on that road 
for nineteen years and it has not 
improved,” said Sims. 

In lieu of asking that the road be 
widened, he suggested that it be 
made into a one-lane-one-way road. 
County Engineer Tindell stated that 
it could be made into a one-lane 
road with a lot less problem than a 
two-lane passable road. His concern 
was would the residents all abide by 
the one-lane-one-way road. 

Commissioner Kayo Lewis asked 
Sims to submit a signed agreement 
(petition) to him containing the 
names of all the residents on the 
road and he would work with the 
engineer on resolving the problem. 

Dykes Baxley, weatherization 
coordinator with Organized 
Community Action in Troy, 
appeared before the commission to 
inform them that his agency would 


be assisting HRDC (Human 
Resources Development 


Commission) in administering the 
weatherization program in Coffee 
County. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commission Chairman 
Stephens submitted a request in the 
form of a motion from Probate 
Judge Bill Gammill. He asked that 
bid invitations be sent out on imag- 
ing equipment to be used in presery- 
ing county records in his offices. 
The same type equipment or 
process is presently being used in 
neighboring Dale and Houston 
counties. This was approved. 

At the conclusion of the regular 
business session, Engineer Tindell 
showed commissioners a slide show 
of work-in-progress projects and 
completed projects on county roads 
damaged by the March ‘98 flood. 
He noted that the projects shown in 
the slides represented more than 
$2.7 million. 

In other matters of business, the 
commission took the following 
action: 

*** Approved a preliminary plat 
on the Timber Creek subdivision 
located just off AL Hwy. 167 north 
of Enterprise.

Later, the Opp 
received a report from an informant 
that “someone was in possession of 
a skull and bones” allegedly taken 
from a grave in Coffee County 

A search of the county by sheriffs 
deputies (Coffee) revealed a gray 
near Kinston that had been “dug 
up.” The graveyard, Old Town 
Cemetery, is located in a wooded 
area near the Pea River. At one time, 
a church was believed to have been 
located adjacent to the cemetery, but 
there is no longer any structure near 
by. 

Authorities described the dese- 
crated grave as that of a 32-year-old 
woman that was buried 100 years 
ago in 1898. They believe this is the 
grave in question, 

Neither agency, Opp police nor 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputies. 
have recovered any “bones or 
skulls” nor do they have any sus- 
pects in the grave desecration.

John Burt Caylor of 407 Boll 
Weevil Circle, Enterprise, AL, says 
in his complaint that he is a licensed 
private investigator in the State of

Caylor refers to the recent 
Democratic Primary election held 
on June 2nd in which incumbent 
Sheriff Ben Moates defeated chal- 
lenger R. W. “Ronnie” Whitworth 
by the narrow margin of 2001 votes 
to 1940 votes. 

In his complaint he states, “Based 
upon my investigation into the mat- 
ter at Mr, Whitworth’s request, there 
is an abundance of factual and cir- 
cumstantial evidence pointing to a 
conclusion that the election was 
rigged with criminal malice and 
forethought by careful planning and 
fraud upon the voters of Coffee 
County Alabama. These acts 
appear to be criminal and may well 
violate 18 U.S.C, 241, the Federal 
Voting Rights Act, as well as 
Alabama Election and Criminal 
Conspiracy Statutes.” 

Elba Police Chief R, W. 
Whitworth, when contacted con- 
cerning the complaint, said that he 
had no prior knowledge that a for- 
mal complaint was being filed. “It 
was news to me,” he said, 

He did say that Caylor had con- 
tacted him after he [Whitworth] had 
filed a formal challenge to the pri- 
mary election activities with the 
local Democratic Committee short- 
ly after the June 2nd primary. 

According to Whitworth, Caylor 
asked him if he minded him looking 
into the matter on his behalf and his 
reply was “Certainly not,” 
However, Whitworth said that he 
did not “hire” Caylor to do so, 

Whitworth later withdrew his 
challenge and he assumed the mat- 


* was closed until members of the 
news media began contacting him 
concerning the “formal complaint.” 

In his complaint, Caylor alleges 
seven (7) points of contention. They 
are as follows: 

(a)The data pack cartridges, from 
electronic voting machines contain 
ing tally results and program infor 
mation for each and every voting 
place, were removed from officially 
sealed envelopes the night of the 
election and thereafter transported 
to Birmingham where they were to 
be erased, 

(b)The Probate Judge's office lost 
approximately 13 ballot boxes and 
their contents the night of the elec 
tion, thereby making it impossible 
to do a true recount and audit of the 
votes cast in the primary election 

(c)Results from both machines at 
the Beat 17, District 7, Enterprise 
Recreation Center voting place 
were combined into one sealed 
envelope that was torn open and 
resealed with scotch tape and that 
return forms were not properly 
signed by election officials at the 
polling place. 

(d)That ESS, Inc. employees (the 
firm furnishing the electronic voting 
machines) were present at the Beat 
17, District 7 polling place and were 
present after the polls were closed 
and official tallies were computed, 
He (Caylor) suggested that the vote 
results were tampered with, 

(e)At the Enterprise Army 
Reserve Center, Beat |7, District 5, 
not a single person signed the out 
side of the officially sealed 
_ 
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
